Induction Explained 
for Radio Beginners 


Beginners 
often wonder how 
the 
energy is transferred from the pri­ 
mary to the secondary circuit of a 
vnriocoupler or loose coupler when 
there Is no electrical connection be­ 
tween. 
Tills phenomenon is explained 
by what is known as induction When 
1 a coil of wire has a current passing 
1 thftmgh it It throws out a field of 
I force of the form and nature of that 
| which surrounds a magnet. If another 
coll of w ire !s brought near the first 
I coil so that its turns are within the 
| bounds of Its field of force, It will be 
found that a momentary current is 
produced in the second coll. 
When 
this happens the second current i* 
s iid to be induced, in distinction from 
conducted. 
However, if the current In the first 
coll is steady and the relationship he 
tween the two eoils remains fixed the 
. induced current w ill last but a moment. 
But if 1 fte current is alternating, or 
oscillatory, such as is found in radio 
waves, the current in the second coil
